My Lord, 


HE Wiſhes and Deſires of all good Men, which have 
attended your Lordſhip from your. Firſt appearance in 
the World, are at length accompliſh'd in your obtaining 
thoſe Honours and Dignities, which you have ſo long 
deſerv'd, There are no Factions, tho irreconcilable to one _ 
another, that are not united in their Aﬀeion to you, and the Reſpet 
they pay you. They are equally pleas'd in your Proſperity, and wou'd þ Bo 
be equally concern'd in your AfﬀliQtions, 7itus Yeſpahan was not Mg 
more the Delight of Human-kind. The. Univerſal Empire made him i 
only more known, and more Powerful, but cou'd not make him more be- 
lov'd. He had greater Ability of doing Good, but your Inclination to—— 
it, is Hot leſs; And tho you could not extend your Beneficence to ſo ma- 
ny Perſons, yet you have loſt as few days as that Excellent Emperour; 
and never had his Complaint to make when you.went to Bed, that the 
Sun had ſhone: upon you in vain, when you had the Opportuni- 
ty of relieving ſome unhappy man. This, My Lord, has juſtly acquir'd 
you as many Friends, as. there are Perſons » ho have the Honour to be 

nown to you:, Meer Acquaintance you-have' none; You have drawn 
them all into a nearer Line: And they who have-Convers'd with you, 
are for ever after jnviolably yours. . This is a Truth ſo generally ac- \_ 
knowedg'd,that it needs no Proof: 'Tis of the Nature of a firſt Principle, iS 
which is recejv'd as ſoon as it is propos'd ; and needs not the Reformati- Mp 
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on which Deſcartes us'd to his: For we doubt not, neither can we pro- 
perly fay, we think we admire and love you, above all other men: 
There is a certainty in the Propoſition, and we know it. With the ſame 
Aſſurance I can ſay, you neither have Enemies, nor can ſcarce have 
any; for they who have never heard of you,can neither Love or Hate you: 
And they who have, can have no other notion of you, than that which 
they receive from the Publick, that you are the beſt of Men. Afﬀer this, 
my Teſtimony cati be of no farther uſe, than to declare it tobe Day-lighr 
at High-Noon: And all who have the benefit of fight, can look up, as 
well, and fee the Sun. 

"Tis true, I have one Priviledge which is almoſt particular to my 
ſelf, that I faw you in the Zaft at your firſt ariſing above the 
Hethiſphere: I was as ſoon Senſible as any Man of that Light, when 
it was but juſt ſhootitlg out, and beginning to Travel upwards to 
the Meridian. I made my early Addrefſes ro your Lordſhip, in my 
Eſay of Dramatick Poetry; and therein beſpoke you to the World: 
Wherein, I have the right of a Firſt Diſcoverer. When I was my elf, 
in the. Rudinents of my rt without Name, or Reputation in the 
World; having rather the Ambition of a Writer, than the skill; when 
1 was Drawing the Out-Lines of an Art without any Living Maſter to 
Inſtrut mein it; an Art which had been better Prais'd than Study'd 
here iti E#2/aud, wherein Shakeſpear who Created the Stage among us, 
had rather Written happily, than knowingly andjuſtly; and Jobj/ov, who 
by ſtudyirig Horace, had been acquainted with the Rules, yet ſeem'd to 
envy to Polterity that Knowledge, and like an Inventer of ſome uſeful 
Aft, to make a Monopoly of his Learning: When thus, as 1 may fay, 
before the uſe of the Loadſtone, or knowledge of the Compaſs, I was 
failing in a vaſt Ocean, without other help, than the Pole-Star of 
the Ancients, and the Rules of the French Stage amongſt the Moderns, 
which are extreamly different from ours, by reaſon of their oppoſite 
taſte; yet even then, I had the preſumption to Dedicate toyour Lordſhyp : 
A very unfiniſh'd Piece, I muſt Confeſs, and which only can be excus'd, 
by the little Experience of the Author, and the Modeſty of the Title, 
An Eſſay. Yetl was ſtronger in Prophecy than I was in Criticiſm : 1 
was Inſpir'd to foretell you to Mankind, as the Reſtorer of Poetry, 
the greateſt Genius, the rrueſt Judge, and the beſt Patron. 

Good Sence and good Nature, are never ſeparated, tho' the Ignorant 
World has thought otherwiſe. Good Nature, by which I mean Bene- 
ficence and Candor, is the Produ@ of right Reaſon: Which of neceflity 
will give Allowance to the Failingsof others, by confidering that there is 
nothing perfe& in Mankind ; and by diſtinguiſhing that which comes 
neareſt to Excellency, tho not abſolutely free from Faults, will certainly 
poonce a Candor in the Judge.” Tis incident to an Elevated Underſtanding, 

ike your Lordſhips, to find out the Errors of other men: But 'tis your 

Prerogative to pardon them; to look with Pleaſure on thoſe things, which 
are ſomewhat Congemal, and of a remote Kindred to your own Con- 
ceptions : And to forgive the many Failings of thoſe, who with their 
wretched, Art, cannot arrive to thoſe Heights that you poſſeſs, from 
a happy, abundant, and Native Genius. Which are as inborn to 
you, as they were to Shakeſpear; and for ought I know to Z7o- 
mer; in either of whom we find all Arts atd Sciences, all Moral 
w Natural Philoſophy, without knowing that they ever Study'd 
them. 
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There is not an Engliſh Writer this day living; who is not perfealy 
convine'd, that your Lordſhip excels all others, in all the feveral parts 
of Poetry Which you have undertaken” to adorn. The moſt Vain, 
and the moſt Ambitious of our Age have not dar'd to aſſume ſo much, 
as the Competitours of Themiſtocles : They have yielded the firſt place, 
without diſpute; and have been arrogantly content, to be. eſteem'd 
as ſecond to your Lordſhip; and even that alſo, with a Longo, ſed 
proximi Intervallo, If there have been, or are any, who go farther in 
their Self-conceipt, they muſt be very ſingular in their Opinion: They 
muſt be like the Offcer, in a Play, who was call'd Captain, Lieu- 
renant, and Company. The World will eafily conclude, whether ſuch 
unattended Generals can ever be capable of niaking a Revoltition in 
Parnaſſus.

| will not attempt in this plate, to fay any thing particular of 
your Lyrick-Poems, though they are the Delight and Wonder of this 
Age, and will be the Envy of the next. The Subje&t of this Book 
confines me to Satire: And in that, an Author of your own Qualicy, 
(whoſe Athes 1 will not diſturb,) has given you'all the Commendation, 
which his ſelf-ſufficiency cou'd afford to any Man: The beſt Good 
Man, with the worſt » Natar'd Muſe. In that Charater, methinks 1 
am reading Fobnſon's Verſes to the Memory of Shakeſpear: An Info- 
leat, Sparing, and Invidious Panegyrick : Where good Nature, the moſt 
God-like Commiendation of a Man, is only attributed to your Perſon, 
and deny'd to your Writings : for they are every where fo full of Can- 


 dour, that like Zorace, you only expoſe the Follies of Men, without" 


Arraigoing their Vices; and in this excel him, That You add that 
pointedneſs of Thought, which is viſibly wanting in our Great Romav. 
here is more of Salt in all your Verſes, than I have. ſeen in any of 
the Moderns, --or eve of the Ancients: But you have been ſparing of 
the Gaul ; by which means you have pleas'd all Readers, and offended 
hone. Donn alone, of all our Countrymen, had your Talent ; but was 
not happy enough to arrive at your Verſification. And were he Tran- 
ſlated into Numbers, and Engliſh, he wou'd yet be _—_ in the Dig- 
nity of Expreſſion. That which is the prime Vertue; and chief Orna- 
ment of Yzirgil, which diſtinguiſhes him from the reſt of Writers; is ſo 
conſpicuous in your Verſes, that it caſts a ſhadow on all your Contem- 
poraries ; we cannot be ſeen, or but obſcurely, while you are preſent. 
You equal Doxy, in the Variety, Multipicity, and Choice of Thoughts ; 
you excel him in the Manner, and the Words. . I Read you both, with 
the ſame Admiration, but not with the ſame Delight. He affects the 
Metaphyſicks, not only in his Satires, but in his Amorous Verſes, where 
Nature _ ſhou'd reign; and perplexes the Minds of the Fair Sex with 
nice Speculations of Philoſophy, wheti he ſhou'd ingage their hearts; 
and entertain them with the ſoftaeſſes of Love., In this (if I rhay be 
pardon'd for ſo bold a truth )- Mr. Cowley has Copy'd him to a fault; 
ſo great a one, in my Opinion, that it throws his Miſtreſs infinitely be# 
low his Pindariq and his latter Compoſitions ; which are undoubts 
edly the beſt of his Poems; and the moſt Correct. For my own part; 1 
muſt avow it to the World, . that I never attempted w ww 
in Saticr, wherein I have not ſtudy'd your Writings as the moſt per 
Model. 1 have continually laid them before me; and the greateſt Coms 
mendation, which my own partiality can give to my Productions, is 
that they are Copies, and no farther to be allow'd, t n as they have 
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Truc'it'is, that 'ſome; bad-Poemgs; thovigh: not all, parry their Qwners

The French have pertorm'd nothing in this kind, which is not far below 
thoſe two /ralians, and ſubjeR toa thouſand more Refletions, withour 
examining their Saint Lewis, their Pacelle, or their Alarigze: The Eng- 
liſh have only to boaſt of Spenter and 'Miltor, who neither of them 


wanted either Genius, or Learning, to have been perfe& Poets; and 


yet both of them are liable to many Cenſures. For there is no Uni- 
formity in the Deſign of Spencer « He aims at the Accompliſhment of 
no-one Action : He raiſes up a' Hero for every one of his Adventures ; 
and endows each of them with ſome particular Moral Virtue, which 
renders them all equal, without Subordination or Preference. Every 
one is moſt Valiant in his own Legend; only we muſt do him that Ju- 
ſlice to: obſerve, that' Magnanimity, which is the CharaQter of Prince 
Arthar, ſhines throughout the whole Poem ; and Succours the reſt, 
when they arein Diſtreſs. The Original of every Knight, was then living 
in the Court of Queen Elizabeth: And he attributed to each of them 
that Virtue, which hethought was moſt conſpicuous in them : An Inge- 
nious piece of Flattery, tho' it' 'turn'd not-much to his Account. Had 
he liv'd to finiſh his Poem, in the ſix remaining Legends, it had cer- 
tainly been more of a piece ; but cou'd not have been' perfect, becauſe 
the Model was not/ true. But Prince Arthur, or his chief Patron, Sir Phi 
lip Sidney, whom he intended to make happy, by the Marriage of his 
Gloriana, dying before him, depriv'd the Poet, both of Means and Spi- 
rit, to accompliſh his Deſign: For the reſt, - his Obſolete Language, 
and. the ill choice of his Stanza, are faultsbut of the Second Magnitude: 
For notwithſtanding'the firſt he is ſtill Intelligible, at leaſt, after a little 
praQice ;z. and for the laſt, he is the more to be admir'd ; that labouring 
under. ſuch a difficulty, his Verſes are ſo Numerous, ſo Various,” and 
ſo Harmoenious,. that-only /7rgil, whom he'profeſtly imitated, has fur-- 
pals d'himy a the Romars;' and only Mr. Wa/er among the Exgliſþ.

orm, y the Almighty return it for me, in'Bleſſing you 
here, and Rewarding you hereafter. I muſt not preſume todefend the 
Cauſe for which T now ſuffer, becauſe your Lordſhip is engag'd againſt 
it: But the more you are io, wars my Obligation to you : Fot 
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laying aſide all the Conſiderations of Factions and Parties, todo an 
Aion 4: Ke diſintereſs d Charity. This is one amongſt many of your 
ſhining Qualities, which diſtinguiſh you from others of your Rank : 
But let me add a farther Truth, That without theſe Ties of Gratitude, 
and abſtrating from them all, I bave a moſt particular Inclination to 
Honour you; andif it were not too bold an Expreſſion, to ſay, I Love =< 
you. 'Tis no ſhame to be a Poet, tho 'tis to be a bad one, Auguſtus 
Ceſar of old, and Cardinal Richizen of late; woud willingly have been 
ſuch ; and David and Solomon were ſuch. You, who without Flattery, 
are the beſt of the preſent Age in Eng/and, and woud bave been fo, had 
you been born in any other Country, will receive more Honour in! fu» —— 
ture Ages, by that one Excellency, than by: all thoſe Honours to which 
your Birth has intitt'd you, or your Merits have acquir'd you. -

I have formerly ſaid 'in this Epiſtle, that I cou'd diſtinguiſh your 
Writings from thoſe of any others : 'Tis now time to clear my ſelf from 
any imputation of Self-conceipt on that Subject. I aflume not to my 
ſelf any particular lights in this Diſcovery ; they are ſuch only as are ob- 
vious to every Man of Senſe and Judgment, who loves Poetry, and un- 
derſtands it. Your Thoughts are always ſo remote from the common 
way of thinking, that rhey are, as I may fay, of another Species, than 
the Conceptions of other Poets; / yet you go not out of: Nature for any 
of them: Gold is never bred upon the Surface of the Ground ; but- lies | 
ſo hidden, and fo deep, that the Mines of it are: ſeldom found ; but: the £ 
force of Waters caſts it out from the Bowels of Mountains, and expoſes 
it amongſt the Sands of Rivers ; giving us of her Bounty, what we cou'd 
not hope for by our ſearch. : This Succeſs attends' your Lordfhip's 
Thoughts, which wou'd look kke Chance, if jt were not: perpetual, 
and always of the fame tenour. '. If I grany that there is Care in it, 'ris 
ſuch a Care as wou'd be inefteftua], and fruitleſs in other Men. Tis the 
Carioſa felicitas which Petronius afcribes: to Horace ' in his Odes. 'We 
have not wherewithal to imagine ſo ſtrongly, fo-juſtly, and ſo pleafant- 
ly : In ſhort, if we have the fame Knowledge, we cannot draw out-of 
it the ſame Quinteſſence; we cannot give-it fuch a Turn, ſuch a Pro- 
priety, and ſuch a Beauty. Something is deficient in the Manner, or 
the Words, but more in the Nobleneſs of our Conception. Yet when 
you have finiſh'd all, and it appears in its full Luſtre, when the Dia- 
mond is not only found, but the Roughneſs ſmooth'd, when it is cut 
into a Form, and ſet in Gold, then we cannot bur acknowledge, that it is 
the Perfet Work of Art and Nature: And every one will be ſo vain, to 
think he himſelf cou'd have perform'd the like, till he attempts it. | Tis 
juſt the Deſcription that XZorace makes of ſuch a Finiſh'd Piece ©: It ap- 
pears fo eaſie, 7t fibi quivis ſperet idem, ſudet multum, fruſtrague labo- 
ret, auſus idem.

The Inſtruction is equal ; _ but the firſt isonly InſtuRive, 
the latter Forms a Hero, -and a Prince. ; 

If it ſignifies anything which'of them is of the more Ancient Family, 
the beſt and moſt abſolute Heroique Poem was written by Zomer, long 
before Tragedy was Invented: But, if we conſider the Natural Endow- 
ments, and acquir'd Parts which are neceſſary to make an. accompliſh'd 
Writer in either Kind, Tragedy requires a leſs and more confin'd Know- 
ledge : moderate Learning, and Obſervation of the Rules is ſufficient, if @ 
Genius be not wanting. But in an Epique Poet, one who is worthy of 
that Name, beſides an Univerſal Genius, is requird Univerſal Learning, 
together with all thoſe Qualities and Acquiſitions which I have nam'd 
above, and as many more as I have through haſte or negligence omitted. 
And after all, he muſt have exactly Study'd Homer and Yirgil, as his 
Patterns, Ariſtotle and Horace as his Guides, and YVidaand Boſſu, as their 
Commentators, with many others both 7ralian and French Critiques, 
which I want leiſure here to Recommend. 

In a Word, what [I have to fay, in Relation to This SubjeR, which 
does not Particularly concern Satire, is, That the greatneſs of an Heroj- 
que Poem, beyond that of a Tragedy, may eaſily be diſcover'd by ob- 
{erving, how few have attempted that Work, in compariſon of thoſe 
who have Written Drama's; and of thoſe few, how ſmall a number have 
Succeeded. Bur leaving the Critiques on either ſide to contend about the 
preference due to this or that ſort of Poetry ; I will haſten to my preſent 
buſineſs, which is the Antiquity and Origine of Satire, according to 
thoſe Informations which I have receivd from the Learged Caſaubor, 
Heinfius, Rigaltius, Dacier and the Dauphin's Fuvenal; to which I ſhall 
add tome Obſervations of my own. 

There has been a long Diſpute amongſt the Modern Critiques, whether 
the Romans deriv'd their Satire from the Grecians, or firſt Invented it 
themaſelves. Julius Scaliger and ZZeinfius, are of the firſt Opinion; 
Caſaubon, Rigaltius, Dacier, 8nd the Publiſher of the Dauphin's Juvenal 
maintain the Latter. If we take Satire in the general ſignification of 
the Word, as it is usd in all Modern Languages, for an Invedtive, 'tis 
certain that it is almoſt as old as Verſe; and tho' Hymns, which are praiſes 
of God, may be allow'd to have been before it, yet the defamation of 
others was not long after it. After God had Curs'd 4dam and Eve in 
Paradiſe, the Husband and Wife excus'd themſelves,by laying the blame on 
one another; and gave a beginning to thoſe Conjugal Dialogues in Proſe ; 
which the Poets have perfeQted in Verſe. The Third Chapter of Job is

better Fruit. Only we have learnt thus much already, that Scoffs and 
Revilings are of the growth ofall Nations; and ently. that nei- 
ther the Greek Poets borrow'd from other People their Art of Railing, 
neither needed the Romars to take it from them. But ering Sa- 
tire as 2 Species of Poetry ; here the War begins amongſt the Criticks 
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Scaliger the Father will have it deſcend from Greece to Rome; and de- 
rives the word Satyre, from Satyrus, that mixt kind of Animal, or, as 
the Ancients thought him, Rural God, . made up betwixt a Man and & 
Goat ; with a Humane' Head, Hook'd Noſe, Powring Lips, a Bunch, 
or Struma under the Chin, prick'd Ears, /and upright Horns ; the Body 
ſhagg'd with hair, eſpecially from the' waſte, and ending in a Goat, 
with the legs and feet of that Creature.

Ariſtotle divides all Poetry, in relation to the Progreſs of it, - into Na- 
ture without Art:. Art begun, and Art.Compleated. Mankind, even 
the moſt Barbarous have the Seeds of Poetry implanted in them. The 
firſt Specimen of it was certainly ſhewn in the Praiſes of the Deity, and 
Prayers to him: And as they are of Natural Obligation; fo they are like- 
wiſe of Divine Inſtitution. Which Mz/ton obſerving, introduces Adam 
and Eve, every Morning adoring God in Hymns-and Prayers. The 
firſt Poetry was ang Fee » in the wild Notes of Nature, be» 
fore the invention of Feet, .and Meaſures,-: ' The Grecians and Romans had 
no other Original of their Poetry. . Feſtivals and. Holydays ſoon ſuc- 


ceeded to Private Worſhip, and we need. not doubr but they were en- 
joyn'd by the true God. to'his own People;;. as they were afterwards 
imitated by the Zeathens ; who by. the light of Reaſon knew: they were 
to invoke ſome. Superiour Being in their. Neceſſities, and to thank him 
for his Benefits. Thus the Grecian Holydays were Celebrated with 
Oo to Batchus and Ceres, and other. Deities, to whoſe Bounty they 


ſuppos'd they were owing for their Corn and Wine, and other helps of 
Life. And the Ancient Rowans, as Horace tells us," paid their thanks to 
Mother Earth, or Yeſ/ta, to. Silvanus, and their 'Genivs, in the. ſame 
manner. But as all Feſtivals have a double Reaſon of their Inſtitution ; 
the firſt of Religion, the other. of Recreation, for the. unbending of our 
Minds : So both. the Greczans.and Rowans: agreed, after their Sacrifices 
were perform'd, to ſpend the. remainder of the day-in_ Sports and Mer- 
riments; amongſt which, Songs and Dances, and'that which they call'd 
Wit, (for want of knowing better,). were the: chicleſt Entertainmeats.

Reaſon of my Opinion is this; that Caſaubon finding little light from 
Antiquity, of theſe beginnings of Poetry, amongſt the Grecia»s, but only 
theſe Repreſentations of Saryrs, who carry'd Caniſters and Cornucopias 
tull of ſeveral Fruits in their: hands, and danc'd with them ' at their 
Publick Feaſts: And afterwards reading Horace, who makes mention 
of his homely Romans, jeſting at one another in the fame kind of So-

The Story of this Cyclops, whoſe Name was Polyphemus, ſo famous 


in the Grecian Fables, was, That 2lyſes, who with his Company was 


driven on that Coaſt of Sicily; where thoſe Cyclops Inhabited, coming 
to ask Relief from Si/enus, and the Satyres, who were Herdſmen tothat 
One-ey'd Gyant, was kindly receiv'd by them, - and entertain'd ; till 
being perceiv'd by Polyphemus, they were made Priſoners, againſt the 
Rites of Hoſpitality, for which lyſes Eloquently pleaded, were after- 
wards put down into the Den, and ſomeof them devour d: After which, 
7/lyſſes having made him Drunk, when he was aſleep, thruſt a great 
Firebrand into his Eye, and ſo Revenging his Dead Followers, eſcapd 
with the remaining Party of the Living: And S:/exus and the Satyrs, 
were freed from their Servitude under Pelyphemus, and remitted to therf 
firſt Liberty, of attending and accompanying their Patron Bacchus. 
This was the Subje& ot the Tragedy, which being one of thoſe that 
end with a happy Event, is therefore by 4rifotle, judgd below the 
other ſort, whoſe Succeſs is unfortunate. Notwithſtanding which, the 
Satyrs, who were part of the Dramatis Perſonz, as well as the whole 


Chorus, were properly introduc'd into. the Nature of the Poem, which

Your Lord{hip has perceiv'd,.by this time, that this Satyrique Trage= 
dy, and the Romay Satire have little Reſemblance-in any of their Fea- 
ruzes. The very Kinds are different : For whathas'a Paſtoral Tragedy 
to do with a Paper. of Verſes Satirically. written? The CharaQer and 
Raillery of the- Satyres is- the only thing that cou'd pretend to a 
likeneſs : Were Scaliger and ZHeinfius alive to maintain their Opinion. 
And the firſt Farces of the Romans, which were the Rudiments of their 
Poetry, were written before they had any Communication with the 
Greeks; - of, indeed, any Knowledge of that 2 o wei. To fT 
And here it will be proper to give the-Definition of the Gree#-Satyrique 
Pocm from Caſaubor, before 'l leave this Subje&. The Satyrique, ſays he, 
is a Dramatick Poem, annex'd to.a- Tragedy ; having a Chorus, which 
conſiſts of Satyrs: The Perſons Repreſented in it, are" Illuſtriogs

The Grecians, beſides'theſe Satyrique Tragedies, had another kind/of

cies from the, Roman Poems'of Ernius, Pacuvuixs, \Lucilius, Horace, and 
the reſt of their Succeſſors,- They were ſo call'd, fays Caſabor in one 
place from Sexes, the Foſter-Father: of Bacchus 3 but in another place, 
ethinking himſelf better, he derives their Name'«T0 13 nAaivay, from 
rheir Scofling and Petulancy. From fome Fragments of the $i; written 
by Timon, we may find, that they were Satyrique Poems, full of Parodies; 
that is, of Verſes patch dup from-great Poets, and turn'd into another

all other Operations of the Soul are in their beginnings, before they are 
Cultivated with Art and;Study.'

they 'were firſt pratisd ; and; this..yough-caſt unhewn Poetry, - was 
inſtcad of Stage-Plays for the:ſpace of an hundred and twenty years to-:

For as the Reman Language 
grew more Refin'd, ſo much more capable it was of receiving the Grec?- 
an Beauties in his time : Horace and Quintihian cou'd mean no more, than 
that Lacilius writ better than En1ins and Pacuvius i And on the fame ac- 


count we prefer Horace 'to -Lucilius: Both of them imitated the old' 


Greek Comedy ; and ſo did FPnnius and' Pacuvius before them. The 
—__ the Latin Tongue, ' in the Succeſſion of ' Times, made” the 
only diftcrence. * And Horace - himſelf, in'two of his Satires, written 
purpoſely on this Subje, thinks the Romans of - his Age, were too Par- 
tial in their Commendations 'of Lucilins ; who writ not only looſely, 
and muddily, with little Art, and much lefs Care, but alſo-in a time 
when the Latin Tongue was not yet ſufficiently purg'd from the Dregs 
of Barbariſm ; and' many ſignificant and ſounding Words, which the 


Romans wanted, were not admitted even in the times of Lucretins and 


Cicero; of which both complain. 

Bur to proceed, Dacier juſtly taxes Caſaubon, for ſaying,” That the Sa- 
tires of Lucilias were wholly different in Specie, from thoſe' of Emnius 
and Pacuvius. Caſaubon was led into that miſtake; by Diomedes the 
Grammarian, who in effect ſays this. - Satire amongſt the Romans, but 
not amongſt the Greeks, was a biteing inyeRive Poem, made after the 
Model of .the Ancient Comedy ; for the Reprehenſion of Vices: Such 
as were the Poems of-Lucilius, of Horace, and of Perfius. 'But in for- 
mer times, the Name of Satire was given to Poems, which'were com- 


pos d of ſeveral ſorts of Verſes; ſuch as were made by Ennivs, and Pacu- 


vias ;-more fully expreſſing the Erymology of the word Satire; from 
Satara;. which we have obſerv'd. Here 'tis manifeſt, that Diomedes 


makes: a;Specifical DiſtinQtion betwixt the Satires of Emnivs, and thoſe 


of Lucilins, But-this, agwe'ſay:in Engii/h, is only a DiſtinRion with- 
out a Difference; for the Reaſon of ic,1s ridiculous, and abſolutely falſe. 
This was that which cozen'd'honeſt Caſanbon, who relying on Diomedes; 


had not ſufficiently :examinid/the'Origine and Nature of thoſe two Sa- 


tires ; which were entirely the fame, both in-the Matter and the Form. 
For all that Zacilius'perform'd. beyond his Predeceffors, Emnivs and Pacu-

This fort of Satire was not only compos'd of ſeveral ſorts of Verſe; 
like thoſe of Exnivs, but was alſo'mix'd'' with Proſe; and 'Greek' was 
ſprinkl'd amongſt the Latin. (ainti/ian;after he had ſpoken of 'the Satire 
of Lucilius, adds: what follows. : There is another ' and former kind of 
Satire, Compos d by Terentius Varro,' the moſt Learn'd of the Romans: 
In which he was. not ſatisfy'd alone, with mingling" in-it ſeveral ſorts of 
Verſe. The only difticulty of this Paſſage, is, that QuintiHian' tells us, 
that this Satire of 'YVarro was of a former kind. For: how can we pol- 
ſibly imagine this:to be, ſince-#arro, who» was contemporary to Cicero, 
muſt conſequently. be after Lucilizs > But Quintilian meant not, that the 
Satire of Yarro: was in order of Time before Lacilius; hewou'd only give 
us to underſtand,-that the Yarrenian Satire, with mixture of ſeveral forts 
of Verſes, was more after the manner of Zzxius and Pacuvius, than that:

We havenothing remaining of thoſe Yarronian Satires, excepting ſome' 
inconfiderable-Fragments; and thoſe forthe moſt part much corrupted. 
The Titles of many of them are indeed preſerv'd, :and they are gene-" 
rally double: From whence, at leaſt, we: may underſtand, how many 
various Subjes were treated by: that Author. Tully; in his:Academicks, 
introduces Yarro himſelf grving/us ſore ught concerning the'Scope and 
Deſignof theſe Works, Wherein,after he hadſhewnhis Reaſons-why he did" 
not ex profeſſo wrize of Philoſophy,he adds what follows.'

| i or the Words of Perf: He is evidently beneath Z7orace and 
Twuenal, in both. 


Then, as his Verſe is ſcabrous, and hobbling, and his Words not 


every where well choſen, the purity of Latin being more corrupted, 
than in the time of Juvenal, and confequemly of Horace, who wric 
when the Language was in the heighth of its perfeQion ; fo his dition is 
hard ; his Figures are generally too bold and daring 5 and his Fropes, 
particularly bis Metaphors, inſufferably ſtraind. 

Io the third place, notwithſtanding all the diligence of Caſasten, 
Stelluti, and a Scetch Gentleman (whom 1 have heard extreamly com- 
mended for his Illuſtrations of him:) yet he is ſtill obſcure: Whether 
he afleted not to. be underſtood, but with difficulty ; or wherher rhe 
fear of his ſafety under Ners, compelFd him to this darkneſs in fome 
places; or that it was occaſionfd by his cloſe way of thinking, and the 
brevity of his Style, and crowding of bis Figures; or laſtly, whether 
after ſo long a time, many of his Words have been corrupted, and many 
Cuſtoms, and Stories relating to them, loſt to us ; whether ſome of 
theſe Reaſons, or- all, concurr'd to render him fo cloudy ; we may be 
bold tos affirm, that the beſt of Commentators can but gueſs ar his 
Meaning, in many paſſages: And none can be certain that he has di- 
vin'd rightly. . ; 

After all, he was a Young Man, like his Friend and Contemporary 
Lucan : Both of them Men of extraordinary Parts, and great acquird 
Knowledge, conſidering; their Youth. But neither of them had arriv'd to 
that Maturity of Judgment, which is neceſlary to'the accompliſhing of 
a form'd Poet. AndthisConfideration, as on the one hand i lays fome 
Imperfe&tions to their charge, fo on the other ſide 'ris a candid excuſe 
for thoſe Failings, which are incident to Youth and Inexperience ; and 
we have more Reaſon to wonder, how they, who Dyed before the 
Thirticth Year of their Age, cou'd write ſo well, #nd think fo 
ly ; than to accuſe them of thoſe Faults, from which Humane Nature, 
and more eſpecially in Youth, can never poſlibly be exempred.* 

To conſider Perfuu yet more cloſely : | He rather infuleed over Vice 
and nouy, than exposd them, like Javenal and Fiorace. And as Chaſte, 
and Modeſt as he is eſteem'd, it cannot be deny'd, but that in fome 
places, he is broad and fulſom, as the latter Verſes of the Fourth Satire, 
and of the Sixth, ſufficiently wirneſs. And 'tis to be |believ'd, that he 
who commits the ſame Crime often, and without Neceſſity, cannot but 
do it with ſome kind of Pleaſure. - | © | M 

To come to a concluſion, He is manifeſtly below - Fferace ; becauſe he 
borrows moſt of his greateſt Beautics from him : And Caſauben is fo

To theſe defe&ts, which I caſually obſery'd, while I was Tranſlating 
this Author, Scaliger has added others: He calls him, in plain cerms, 
a ſilly Writer, and a trifler ; full of Oſtentation of his Learning ; and 
after all, unworthy to come into Competition with Favena/ and 
Fiorace, . 

After ſuch terrible Accuſations, 'tis time to hear what. his Patron 
Caſaubon can alledge in his Defence. Inſtead of anſwering, he excuſes 
for the tnoſt part ; and when he cannot, accuſes others of the.: ſame 
Crimes. - He deals with Scaliger, as a Modeſt Scholar with a Maſter. 
He Compliments him with fo much Reverence, that one wou'd ſweat 
he Fear'd him as much at leaſt as he ReſpeQed him. + Sca/zger will not 
allow Perſius to have any Wit: Caſanbon Interprets' this in the mildeſt 
Senſe ; and confeſſes his Author was not good at turning things into 
a pleaſant Ridicule ; or in other words, that he was not a- ſaughable 

riter. That he was ineptus, indeed, but that was, ow aptiſimns ad 
jocandum. But that he was Oſtentatious of his Learning, that, by Sca- 
liger's good Favour, he denies Perfius ſhew'd his Learning, but was no 
Boaſter of it; he did efftevdere, but not oftentare; and fo, he ſays, did 
Scaliger: Where, methinks, Caſabon turns it handſomly, upon that ſuper- 
cilious Critick,and filently infinuates,that he himſelf was ſufficiently vain- 
glorious ; and 2 boaſter of his own oo mg All the - Writings of 
this Venerable Cenſor, continues Caſanborv, which are wypuos ypurrnes, 


more golden, than Gold it ſelf, are every where ſmelling of that Thyme, 


which, like a Bee, he has gather'd from Ancient Authors: But far be 
Oſtentation and Vain-Glory from a Gentleman, fo well Born, and fo 
Nobly Educated as Scaliger : Bit, ſays Scaliger, he is ſo obſcure, that 
he has got himſelf the Name of Scorimus, a dark Writer. Now, fays 
Caſaubon, "tis a wonder to me, that any thing cou'd be obſcure to the 
Divine Wit of Scaliger ; from which nothing cou'd be hidden, "This is 
indeed a ſtrong Compliment, but no Defence. Ard Caſawbon, who 
cou'd not but be ſenſible of his Author's blind fide, :thinks it tittie ro a- 
bandon a Poſt that was untenable. He acknowledges that Perfins is 
obſcure in fome places ; but ſo is Plato, fo is Thucydidesz fo are Pindar; 
Theocritus, and Ariftophanes amongſt the Greek Poets ; and even Horace 
and Fwvenal, he might have added, amongſt the Romans, ; The Truth 
ts, Perfius is not fornetirmes, but generally obſcure: And: therefore Ca- 
ſaubon, at laſt; is fored to excuſe him, by alledging that 'it was /e de- 
fendends, for ear of Nero; and that he wes. conmarited to Write fo 
cloudily by Cornutus, in virtue of Obedience to his Maſter. | 
cannot help-my own Opinion ; ' I think Cormaras needed not to have 
Read many Le&ures to him on that Subje&, Perfius was an apt Scho- 
lar ; and when he was bidden to be obſcure; in fome'places, where his 
Life and Safety were'tn queſtion, took the ſame Counſet for all his Book ; 
and never afterwards Wrote ten Lines together clearly; Cafarbi; be- 
ing upon this Chapter, has not! fail'd, we ftizy be fure; of ' making a. 
Compliment to his own dear Comment. 1f Perfw, ſays he; be i6 him- 
ſelf obſcure, yet my Interpretation hes made hiny intelligible. ; There is 
no queſtion, but he deſerves that Praiſe, which he has grven' to himſelf: 
But the Nature of the thing, as Lucretics fays;' will nor: admit .of @ 
perfect Explenztion. Befides many Exaitiples which 1 cou'd- urge; the 
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very laſt Verſe of his laſt Satire, = 0% which he particularly valves 
himſelf in his Preface, is not yet ſufficiently explicated. Tis true, 2Z70- 
liday has endeavour'd to juſtifie bis Conſtruction ; but Stelluti is againſt 
it: And, for my part, I can have but a very dark Notion of it. | As for 
the Challity of his Thoughts, Caſaubon denies not, but that one. parti- 
cular paſſage, in the Fourth Satire, At, / unitus ceſſes, Gre. 1s not only 
the moſt obſcure, but the moſt obſcene of all his Works: 1 underſtood 
it; but for that Reaſon turn'd it over. In defence of his boiſtrous Meta- 
phors, he quotes Loyginus, who accounts them .as inſtruments of the *? 
Sublime : Fit to move and ſtir up the AﬀeCQtions, particularly in Narra- FE 
tion. To which it may be reply'd, That where the Trope is far fetch'd, b 
and hard, *tis fit for nothing but ro puzzle the Underſtanding: And 
may be reckon'd amongſt thoſe things of Demoſthenes, which ZZ/chines, 
i; call'd I>unglz not pragle ; that is Prodigies, not Words, It muſt be 
Ke | granted to Caſaubor, that the Knowledge of many things is loſt' in our 
Modern Ages, which were of familiar notice to the Ancients: And 
that Satire is a Poem of a difficult Nature in it ſelf, and is not written 
to Vulgar Readers, And through the Relation which it has to Comedy, 
the frequent change of Perſons, makes the Senle perplex'd; when we 
can but Divine, who it is that ſpeaks : Whether Per/us himſelf, - or his 
Friend and Monitor ; or, in ſome places, a third Perſon. But Caſaubor 
comes back always to himſelf, and concludes, that if Per/rus- had not 
been obſcure, there had been no need of him tor an Interpreter. Yet 
when he had once enjoyn'd himſelf ſo hard a Task, he then con- 
{ider'd the Greek Proverb, that he muſt Awms payer 7 por payer; either 
eat the whole Snail, or let it quite alone; and fo, he. went: through 
with his laborious Task, as I have done with my - difficult Tran- 
ſlation. | | 
Thus far, my Lord, you ſee it has gone very hard with Perfus +I think 
he cannot be allow'd to ſtand in competition, either with Juvexal ot 
Forace. Yet, for once, I will venture to be fo vain, as to affirm, That 
none of his hard Metaphors, - or forc'd Expreſſions, are in my Tranſla- 
tion : But more of this in its proper place, where I ſhall ſay ſomewhat 
in particular, of 'our general performance, in making theſe two Authors 
Evgliſh. 1a the mean time I think my (elf oblig'd,, to give Perf his 
undoubted due ; and to acquaiat the World, with Caſazbon, in what he 
has equall'd, and in what excell'd his two Competitors. 
A Man who is reſolv'd to praiſe an Author, withany appearance of 
Juſtice, muſt be ſure to take him on the ſtrongeſt ſide ; .and where he 
; Is leaſt liable to Exceptions. He is therefore oblig'd to chuſe his Me- 
diums accordingly : -Coſaubon, who faw that Perfius cou'd not laugh 
with,a becomeing Grace, that he was not made for. jeaſting, and that 
a merry Conceit was not his:Talent, turn'd his Feather, like an Iudian, 
to another light, that he might give it the better Gloſs* ' Moral Do- 
Qrine, ſays he, and Urbanity, or well-manner'd Wir, are the two 
things which conſtitute the Roman Satire. But. of the two, that 
which is moſt Eſſential to this Poem, [and is'as it were the very Soul 
which animates it, . is the ſcourging of Vice, and Exhortation to Virtue. © 
Thus Wit, for a good Reaſon, is already almoſt out of Doors: And al-» 
low'd only for an Iaſtrument, a kind of Tool, or a Weapon,-as, be calls 
it, of which the Satyriſt makes uſe, in the compaſling of; his Deſign: 
The End and Aim of our three. Rivals, is Bt pt the ſame. - But 
by what Methods they have proſecuted their intention, is farther to be; ®

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conſider'd. . Satire is of- the nature of Moral Philoſophy ; as being'in- 
ſtruQtive: He therefore, who inſtruts moſt Uſefully, will carry the Palm 
from his two Antagoniſts. - | The Philoſophy in which Perfius was Edu- 
cated, and which he profeſſes through his whole Book, is the Stoick : 
The moſt noble, moſt generous, - moſt beneficial ro Humane Kind, g- 
monglt all the Se&s, who have given'us the Rules of Ethiques, thereby 
to form a ſevere Virtue in the Soul z:to raiſe in us an 'undaunted Cou- 
rage, againſt the aſſaultsof Fortune z'to eſteem as nothing the things 
that are without us, becauſe they'are not in our Power; not to value 
Riches, Beauty, Honours, Fame, or-Health, any 'farther than as con- 
veniences,and ſo,many helps toliving as we onght,and doing good in our 
'Generation. . . laiſhort, 140 be: always Happy, while we poſſefs our 
Minds, ,_ wath. a. good Conſcience, are free $40 ſlavery of Vices, 
and conform our- Attionsand Converſation to the Rules of right Reaſon. 
See liere, my Lord,” an Epitome of FpitFerns;' the DoArine of Zeno, 
andthe Education of our. Perfivs. And this hejexprefs'd,” not only in 
all his Satires, 'but in the manner of his Life. - will not leſſen this 
Commendation of the Stoick Philoſophy, by ging you an account of 
ſame. Abſurdities in their: Do@rine, and ſome perhaps Impieties, if we 
conſider them by the. Standard of Chriſtian Faith: Perftus*bas faln in- 
ro none of them:  And-therefore is free from thoſe imputations. What 
he teaches, might. be taught from Pulpits, | with more 'profit to the 
Audience, than all the nice Speculations of Divinity, and Controverſies 
concerning Faith ; which are more for the Profit of the Shepherd, than. 
for the Edification of the Flock.  Paſſon, Intereſt, Ambition, and all 
their Bloody Conſequences of Diſcord and of War, are baniſh'd from this 
o@rine, Here is nothing propos'd 'but the quier and” tranquility of 
Mind; Virtue lodg'd at home, and-afterwards'diffus'd "in her general 
Effe&s, to the improvement, and good:of Humane Kind. And there- 
fore I wonder, not, that the- preſent Biſhop of- Sk/isÞury, has recom- 
mended this our Aythor,and the Tenth Satyr of Fubinu!; in his Paſtoral 
Letter, to the ſerious peruſal'und Prattice of the Divines in fits Dioceſe, 
as the beſt Common Places for their Sermons, as'the Store-Houſes and 
Magazines of; Moral Virtues, - from whence they 'may' draw out, as 
they have occaſion, [all manner of: Aſſiſtance; for' the 'accompliſh- 
ment of a Virtuous Life, ' which the Stoicks have aſſign'd for the great 
End and Perfe&ion of Mankind. Hererin, then it'is, that Perftus has 
excell'd. both Juveval and- Horace. He ſticks to his one Philoſophy : 
He ſhifts not fides, like Horace, whois ſometimes an Fpicurzay, ſome- 
times a.Stoick, ſometimes an EcleQick z as his preſent Humour leads 
him: Nor declaims.like Fuvens! againſt Vices, \more"like #n Orator, 
than a_ Philoſopher... Perfins: is every where the*ſame': True to the 
Dogma's: of his Maſter; What he has learnt, he reaches vehemently ; and 
whar he:teaches, that he PraQtices bimfelf. There is a Spirit of fince- 
rity, in all he fays;;,, Y ou. may. caſily-difeern' that he'is in earneſt, and 
. is perſwaded. of that Truth which he jyculcates. In-this 1 arm of opi- 
nion, that he excels Horace, who is commonly in” jedſt, and laughs 
while he inſtruQs: And is/equal to Jwvenal, who was as honeſt and fe-

Hitherto 1 have follow'd Caſasbon, and enlarg'd upon him ; becauſe

cation: His conceipts are vulgar, like the SubjeQs of 
bs "pon ; _ he does Plebeium ſapere; and Writes not with that Ele- 
yarion, which becomes 2 Satyriſt : Thar Perfius being nobly born, and 
of an opulent Family, had likewiſe the advantage of a better Maſter, 
Cornutus being the moſt Learned of his time, a Man of a moſt Hol) 
Life ; the chiet of the Stoick Sed at Rome ; and not only a great Phi- 
loſopher, but a Poet himſelt ; and in probability a Coadjutor of Perfius, 
That, as for Favenal, he was long a Declaimer, came late to Poetry; 
and had not been much converſant in Philoſophy. | 

'Tis granted that the Father of Zorace was Libertinus, that is one 
degree remov'd from his Grandfather, who had been once a Slave: But 
Horace, ſpeaking of him, gives him the beſt CharaQer of a Father, 
which I ever read in Hiſtory : And I wiſha witty Friend of mine now 
living bad fuch another. He bred him in the beſt School, and with 
the beſt Company of young Noblemen. And Zorace, by his grati- 
tude to his Memory, gives a certain Teſtimony that his Education was 
ingenuous. After this, he form'd hiniſelt abroad, by the Converfation 
of Great Men. Brutus found him at Athens, and was fo pleas'd with 
him, that he took him thence into the Army, and made him 7r;bg- 
us Militum, a Colonel in a Legion, which was the Preferment of an 
Old Souldier. All this was before his Acquaintance with Mecenas, and 
his introduction into. the Court of Auguſtus, and the familiarir 
great Emperour ; Which, had he not been well-bred before, had been e- 
nough to civiliſe his Converſation, and: render him accomplith'd, and 
knowing in all the Arts of Complacency and good behaviour; and, in 
ſhort, an agreeable Companion for the retir'd hours and privacies of a Fa- 
vourite, who was firſt Miniſter. So that, upon the whole matter, Perfius 
may be acknowledg'd to be equal with him, in thoſe reſpes, tho' bet- 
ter born, and Fvenal inferiour to both, ' If the Advantage be any 
where, 'tis on the fide of: Horace; as much as the Court of Auguſtus 
Ceſar, was ſuperiour to that of Nero. As for the Subje&ts which they 
treated, it will appear hereafter, that Horace writ not vulgarly on 
vulgar Subjets: Nor always choſe them. His Stile is conſtantly ac- 
commodated to his Subje&, either high or low: If his fault be too 
much lowneſs, that of Per/ius is the fault of the hardneſs of his Me- 
taphors, and obſcurity : And ſo.'they are equal in the failings of their 
Stile ; where Juvenal manefeſtly Triumphs over both of them. 


The Compariſon betwixt Horace and Fuvenal is more difficult; be 


| be- 
cauſe their Forces were more equal : A Difpute has always been, and 


ever will continne, betwixt the Favourers'of the two Poets. Now no- 
ftrum eft tantas componere lites. 1 ſhall only venture to give my own 
Opinion, and leave it for better Judges to determine. If it be only ar- 
gu'd in general, which of them was the better Poet ; the Viory is 
already gain'd on the ſide of Horace. Yirgil himſelf muſt yield to hm 
in the delicacy of his Turns, his choice of Words, and perhaps the Pu- 
rity of his Latin. He who fay 


s that Pindar is inimitable, is himſelf 
inimitable in his Odes.. But the Contention betwixt theſe two great 
Maſters, is for the Prize of Satire. In which Controverfie, all the 


Odes, and Epodes of Horace are to ſtand excluded. 1 ſay this, becauſe 
Horace has written many of them Satirically, againſt his private Ene- 
mies : Yet thele, if juſtly confider'd, are ſomewhat of the Nature of 
he Greek Si8;, which were InveQives againſt particular Se&s and Per- 
ſons. But Horace had purg'd himſelf of this Choler, before he enter'd

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on thoſe Diſcourſes, Which are more: properly -call'd'the:; Roman: Satire: 
He has not. now to do-with a Lyce;.:a Canidia,: x Caſſines') Severus, ora 

Menas ; but is to corre&the Vices and the Follies of his Time, and to gi 
the Rules of a Happy/and Virtuous Life, | ln word; yechatformer'lort 
of Satire, which is known in Ergland: by the Name iof-Lampoony "is 
a dangerous fort of, Weapon, and for: the moſt part: Unlawtul. ,-We 
have no: Moral right-on the Repatation of atber Men Tis taking 
from them, - what we cannot. reſtore to; them? + There: Ire, only - two 
Reaſons, for which we may -be permitted to'write Lampoons ; aad:T 
will not promiſe that they can always juſtifie us: The firſt is Revenge; 
when we have. been affronted.in the ſame Nature, -.or have been any 
ways notoriouſly abus'd,] and can make our-ſlves:no'ather Reparatidn: 
And yet we know,  that,.in Chriſtian Charity, all Offeates: are-to- be 
forgiven ; as; we expect the: like [Pardon ; for thoſe which: we- daily 
commit againſt Almighty God. And this Conſideration has often made 
me tremble when I was ſaying out Saviour's Prayer; for'the plain Con- 
dition of the forgiveneſs which we beg, 'is the'-pardoning' of -others'the 
Offences which they; have done to us: For which Reaſon I have-many 
times avoided 'the Commilſion of that Fault ; ev'n' when: have been/no- 
toriouſly provok'd. Let not this, my Lard, paſs for Vanity in me : For 'ris 
truth, More- Libels have 'beea written againſt me, «than almoſt any 
Man now living: And I had Reaſon-on my fide, to have defended'my 
own Innocence : I ſpeak not of my Poetry, *which I-have wholly gi- 
ven up to.the Criticks; let then: uſe it, - as' they: pleaſe ; Poſteriry; 
perhaps, may be more favourable 'to me :1; For Intereſt and Paſſion, 
will lye bury'd in another Age: And Partiality and Prejudice be for- 
gotten. I ſpeak of -my- Morals, | which' have been ſofficiently aſpers'd : 
That only ſort of Reputation ought to be dear: to every 'honeſt Man, 
and is to me; But ler the World witneſs for me, that I have been of- 
ten wanting to my ſelf in that ſparticular ; I have. ſeldom anſwer'd any 
ſcurrilous Lampoon: When it was in my power to: have exposd my

Any thing, tho' never ſo little; which a Man ſpeaks' of himſelf, in ty 
Opinion, is ſtill too much, and therefore 1 will wave this Subje&; and 
proceed to give the ſecond Reaſon, which may juſtifie-a Poet, when 
he writes againſt a particular Perſon; and that/is, wheit he is become 
a Publick Nuiſance, All thoſe, whom Horace in his Satires; - and Per- 
frus and Fuvenal have mention'd in theirs, with a Bragd-of iofamy; are 
wholly ſuch. . 'Tis an AQion-.of Virtue to! make Examples of vicious: 
Men. They. may and' ought to be upbraided with their Crimes and 
Follies : Both for their own amendment,- if 'they are- not yet incorri- 
gible ; and for the Terrour of others, | to: hinder them from falling into 
thoſe Enormities, which they ſee are ſo ſeverely puniſh'd, - in the Per- 
ſons of others; The firſt Reaſon was -only an Excuſe for Revenge: 
But this ſecond is abſolutely of a Poet's Office to perform :- But - how :

When they come in my way, / 'tis impoſlible ſometimes to avoid-read- 
ing them,.: But, good God, how remote they are in; common Juſtice, 
from the choice of ſuch Perſons as are -the-proper Subje& of. Satire! 
And how little Wit they bring, | for the ſupport of their injuſtice! The 
weaker Sex is their moſt ordinary Theme : And the beſt and faireſt are. 
ſure to be the moſt ſeverely handled. Amongſt Men, thoſe who are

Folly was the proper Quarry of Horace, and not Yice: And, as there 
are but few Notoriouſly Wicked Men, in compariſon with. a Shoal of 
Fools, and Fops; ſo 'tis a harder thing to make a Man Wiſe, than to 
make him Honeſt: For the Will isonly to be reclaim'd in the one; bur 
the Underſtanding is to be inform'd in the other. There are Blind-ſides 
and Follies, even in the Profeſſors of Moral Philoſophy ; and there is 
not any one Sect of them that Zorace has not expusd.

I willingly ſtop with him : Jf he went another Stage, -it wou'd. be too 
far, it wou'd make a Journey. of a Progrels, and turn- Delight, into 
Fatigue, When he gives over, tis a ſign the Subje& is: exhauſted; and the 
Wit of Man can carry it no farther. If a Fault can be juſtly foundin him; 
tis that he is ſometimes too luxuriant; too-redundant ; ' ſays more. than 
he needs, like my Friend the Plain Dealer, but never more than ph 
Add to this, that his Thoughts © 7's aa thoſe of Xorace, ant mot 
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more Elevated. His Expreſſions are Sonorous and more Noble ; his 
Verſe more numerous, -r his Words are ſuitable to his Thoughts ; 
ſublime and lofty, All theſe contribute to the Pleaſure of the Reader, 
and the greater the Soul of him who Reads, his Tranſports are the grea» 
ter. Horace is always on the Amble, Juveva/ on the Gallop : But his 
way is perpetually on Carpet Ground. He goes with more umpetuoſity 
than Horace ; but as ſecurely ; and the ſwiſtneſs adds a more lively agits- 
rion to the Spirits. The low Style of Horace, is according to his Subject ; 
that is generally groveling.I queſtion not but he cou'd have raisd it, For 
the Firſt Epiſtle of the Second Book, which he writes to Avgu/es, (a moſt 
inſtru&ive Satire concerning Poetry,) is of ſo much Dignity in the 
Words, and of ſo much __ in the Numbers, that the Author 
plainly ſhews, the Serme Pedeſtris, in his other Satires, was rather his 
Choice than his Neceſſity. He was a Rival to Lycilins bis Predeceſlor ; 
and was reſolv'd to ſurpaſs him in his own Manner. Luci/zus, as WE 
ſceby his remaining Fragments, minded neither his Style nor his Numbers, 
nor his purity of words, nor hisrun of Verſe. Horace therefore copes with 
him in that humble way of Satire. Writes under his own force, and car- 
ries a dead Weight, that he may match his Competitor in the Race. This 
T imagine was the chief Reafon, why he minded only the clearneſs of 
his Satire, and the elcanne(s of Expreſſion, without aſcending to thole 
heights, to which his own vigour might have carrid him, But limit- 
ing his deſires only to the Conqueſt of Lucilzys, he had his Ends of 
his Rival, who liv'd before him ; but made way for a new Conqueſt 
over himſelf, by J«vena! his Succeffar. He cou'd not give an equal 
leaſure to his Reader, becauſe he us'd not equal Inſtruments. The 
ault was in the Tools, and not in the Workman. But Verſification, 
and Numbers, are thegreateſt Pleaſures of Poetry : Firgil knew it, and 
praQtis'd both ſo happily ; that for ought I know, his greateſt Excel- 
lency is in his DiQtion.

written Sylables. 'Tis againſt a bad Poet ; whoſe ill Verſes he deſcribes. 
Non tu, in triviis, indotte, folebas, ſtridenti, miſerum, flipula, diſperdere 
carmen? But to return to my. purpoſe, when there is any thing de- 
ficient in Numbers, and Sound, the Reader is uneaſie, and unſatis 
fd ; he wants ſomething of his Complement, deſires ſomewhat which 
he finds not : And this being the manifeſt defect of Horace, 'tis no 
wonder, that finding- it fupply'd in Fuvenal, we are more Delighted 
with him. And beſidesthis, the Sauce of Faveral is more pai . to 
ereatc itn us an A of Reading him. The Meat of Horace is mare 
nouriſhing ; but the Cookery of Fuveral more exquiſite ; ſa that, grant» 
ing Horace to be the more general Philoſopher; we cangot deny, that 
Favenal was the greater Poet, I mean in Satire. His Thoughts are 
ſharper, his Indignation agaiaſt Vice is more vehemgne ; his Spirit has 
more' of -the Commonwealth Genius ; he treats Tyranny, arid all the 
Vices attending it, as they deſerve, with the utmoſt rigour :- And con- 
ſequently, « Noble Soul is better pleas'd with a Zealous Vindicator 'of 
Romon Liberty ; than with a Tomporizing Poct, « welt Manner'd Court 
Slave, 
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Slave, and a Man who is often afraid of Laughing in the right place; 
Who is ever Jecent, becaule he is naturally fervile, After all, Zorace 
had the diſadvantage of the Times in which he liv'd;; they were better 
for the Man, but worſe for the Satirift. 'Tis generally ſaid, that thoſe 
Enormous Vices, which were praQis'd under the Reign of Domitian, 
were unknown in the Time of Auguſtus Czſar, That therefore Juvena/ 
had a larger Field, than Horace.

1 have ended, before 
I was aware, the Compariſon of Zorace and Favenal, upon the Topiques 
of Inftrution and Delight ; and indeed I may fately here conclude that 
common-place : For if we make #orace our Miniſter of State in Satire, 
and 7uvenal of our private Pleaſures: I think the latter has no ill bar- 
gain of it, Let Profit have the preheminence of Honour, in the End of 
Poetry.

Definition of it ſhould be given. ZYeinfius, in his Diſſertations on Z7o- 
race, makes it for me, in theſe words ; Satire 7s a kind of Po*try, without 
a Series of Aftion, invented for the purging of our Minds; in which Fu- 
mane Vices, Iqmorance, and Errors, and all things befides. which are pro- 
duc'd from them, in every Man, are ſeverely Reprehended; partly Dras 
matically, partly Simply, and ſometimes in both kinds of ſpeaking ; but for 
the moſt part Frguratively, and Occultly; confiſting in a low familiar way, 
chiefly in a ſharp and pungent manner of Speech ; but partly, alſo, in a 
Facetious and Civil way of Teſting; by which, either Hatred, or Laughter, 
or Indignation is mov d. Where I cannot but obſerve, that this ob« 
ſcure and perplex'd Definition, or rather Deſcription' of Satire, is. wholly 
accommodated to the Foratian way ;and excludirg the Works of -Fuvenal 
and Perfius, as foreign from that kind of Poem: The Chule in the be- 
ginning of it (without a Series of Action) diſtinguiſhes Satire properly 
from Stage-Plays,which are all of one Action, and one continu'd Series of 
Action.

Hetein he tonfines 
himſelf to no one SubjeF, but ſtrikes indifferently at all 
Men in his way: In every. following Satyr he has choſen ſome

-partjculgr, Vice. or, Folly, 4n yrt with which our Lampoo- 
nes are-not much adquainthl) But our Pott being defirous th 
reform his own Age, and not daring to attempt it by an 
Overt al of naming living, Perſons, inveighs onely againſt 
thoſe who were infamous in the times immediately preceding 
his, whereby he not only gives a fair warning to Great Men, 
that their Mem) rr at the mercy of future Poets and Hi- 
florians, but alſo with a finer ſtroke of his*Per; brands ev n 
the living, and perſonates them under dead mens Names. 
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I have avoided as much as I cou poſſibly the borrow'd Learning = 
of Marginal Notes and Illuſtrations, and for that Reaſon haus 
Tranſlated this Satyr ſomewhat largely. And freely own (if 
it be a fault ) that I have likewiſe omitted moſt of the Proper 
Names, becauſe I thought they wou'd not much edifie the 
Reader.

This Satyr, of almoſt double length to any of the reſt, is 
a bitter inveftive againſt the fair Sex, Tis, in= 
deed, a Common-place, from whence all the Moderns 
have notoriuſly ſtollen thetr ſharpeſs Railkries. In 
his other Satyrs the Poet has only glancd on ſome 
particular Women, and generally (courg'd the Men. 
But this be reſervd wholly for the Ladies. How 
they bad offended bim I know not : But upon the whole 

_ matter be 15 not to be excusd for imputing to all, 
the Vices of ſome fem amongſt them. Nether was 
it generouſly done of him, to attack the meakeſt as 
vel] as the faireſt part of the Creation : Neither 
do 1 know what Moral be cou d reaſonably draw from 
it. It could not be to avoid thewhole Sex, if all 
bad been true which be alledges againſt them: for 
that bad been to put an end to Humane Kind. And 
to bid us beware of their Artifices, 1s a kind of ſilent 
acknowledgment, that they have more mit than Men : - 
which turns the Satyr upon us, and particularly 
wpon the Poet ; who thereby makes a Complement, 
where be meant a Libel." If be intended only to exer= 
ciſe bis Wit, be has forfeited his Judement, by mak- 
ing the one balf of his Readers h1s mortal Enemies: 
And amongſt the Men, all the bappy Lovers, by their 


onn 
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own Experience, will diſprove his Accuſations. The 
wbole World muſt allow this to be the witrieft of bis 
Satyrs ; and truly be bad need of 'all bis parts, to 
maintain with ſo much violence, ſo unjuſt a Charge. 
I am an gi be will bring but few over to bis Opini- 
on: And on that Conſideration chiefly I ventur'd to 
tranſlate him. Though there wanted not another Rea- 
ſon, which was, that no one elſe would undertake it : 
At leaſt, Sir, C. S. who cou'd have done more 
right to the Author, after a long delay, at length 
felarch refusd ſo ungrateful an employment : And 
every one will prant, that the Work muſt bave 
been 1mperfeft aud lame, if it bad appear d mith- 
out one of the Principal Members belonging to tit. 
Let the Poet therefore bear the blame of his onn 
Invention ; and let me ſatisfie the World, that I 
am not of b1s Opinion. Whatever bis Roman 
Ladies were, the Engliſh are free from all bis 
Imputations, They mill read with Wonder and Ab= 
borrence, the Vices of an Ape, which was the muſt 
- Infamous of any on Record. They mill bleſs them- 
ſelves when they behold thoſe Examples related of 
Domitian's t1me : They will give back to Anti- 
quity thoſe Monſters it produrd: And believe mith 
reaſon, that the Species of thoſe Women 15 extin- 
puiſh'd ; or at Lak that they were never bere propa= 
gated. Imay ſafely therefore proceed to the Argument 
of a Satyr, which is no way relating to them: And 
firſt obſerve, that my Autbor makes thetr Luft the 
moſt Heroitk of their Vices : The reſt are tn a 
manner but digreſſion « He skims them over ; but be 
awnells on this ; when be ſeems to have taken by laſt 
leave f it, on the ſudden be returns tot : Tis one 
Branch of it in Hippia, another in Meflalina, 
but Luft is the main Body of the Tree. He be- 
pins with this Text in the firſt line, and takes it 
iy 
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up with Intermifſons to the end of the Chapter. Eve- 
ry Vice 1s 4 Loader ; but that's a Ten. "The Fil 
lers, or intermediate Parts, are their Revenge ; 
their Contrivances of ſecret Crimes ; thetr Arts to 
hide them ; their Wat to excuſe them ; and their 
Impudence to own them, mben they can no longer be 
kept ſecret.

He 'wou'd gladly have- left out "the heavy paſſage of the Mirmilio 'and 
Rettarius, which he Honeſtly Confeſſes he either does mt rightly unter- 
ftand, or cannot ſufficiently explain." If he has not confind himſelf to the 
frrith\Rules of Tranſlation, but has frequently taken the liberty of Imitating,

manner how they diſpatch'd him, is reported differently. Some Ay. 
thors relate that as he was changing his Linnen, he was ſtifled in a 
Shirt 10% d rogether at the Neck. But Homer in the 4th and 1th 
Books of his Odyſſea, where he deſcribes this Murder, is of Javenal's 
Op:nion, that he was kill'd at a Banquet, when he little expeQed ſuch 
Treatment. £gy/theds aſter this Murder Married Clytemneſtra, and U- 
ſurp'd the Kingdom of Mycena 7 Years: During which time Oreſtes 
grew up to Man's Eſtate, and by the inſtigation of his Siſter Elettrg, 
and the Atliſtance of ſome Neighbouring Princes, march'd from Athens, 
Deſtroy'd and Murther'd the Uſurper ; and at laſt, under pretence of 
being Mad, ſtab'd his Mother. Homer (as well as our Author) juſtifies 
this Revenge, as being undertaken by the Advice of the Gods: And 
Paterculus infers they muſt needs have approved the Action, fince 0- 
reſtes (after it) lived long, and Reigned Happily. 


29 Nero cou'd not ſuffer his Mother Agrippina, becauſe of her en- 
croaching on his Goverament ; for which Reaſon he made frequent At- - 
t:mprs upon her Life, but without ſucceſs, till ar laſt Anicetus his Bond- 
main undertook to ſtab her, which ſhe perceiving, and gueſling by 
whoſe Orders he came, clapt her hand upon her Belly, and bid him 
(with great preſence of Mind) ſtrike there, ſuppoſing it deſerv'd that 
Puniſhinent tor bearing ſuch a Monſter. 


30 He ordered his firſt Wife 2favia to be publickly Executed, upon 
a falſe Arcuſation of Adultery, and kill'd his ſecond Wife Poppza, when 
the was big with Child, by a kick on the Belly. 


31 Britannicus (his Brother by Adoption) was Poiſon'd by his Or- 
ders, ut of jealouhie leſt he ſhou'd ſupplant him. And Antozia (Claw 
dius's Daughter) was Executed under pretence of a Conſpiracy, but in 
truth becauſe ſhe refuſed to Marry Nero after the Death of Poppen. 


32. He caus'd Ruffnus Criſpinus, Son to, Poppea, to be Drown'd as 
he was Fiſhing; and Aulus Plancus, a Relation of his Mothers, to be 
kill'd becauſe the was fond of him.

33 He was Induſtrious to be eſteem'd the beſt Muſitian, of his Age; - 
and at his Death regretted nothing more ſenſibly, than that the World 
ſhou'd Joſe fo great a Maſter, 'To maintain this Reputation, ; he fre- 
uently condeſcended to AR and Sing upon the Theater among the or- 
inary Comedians, and took a journey to Greece on purpoſe to. try. his 
Skill againſt the moſt Famous Artiſts of that Country ; from whom he 
bore away the Garland (which was: the uſual Recompence of . the firſt 
performer) returnd. to Rome in Triumph, as if he had « Conquer'd. a 
Province ; and order'd both the Garland and Inſtrument to be ung up 
among the Banners'and Honours of his Family, 5 aps 
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tis reported he burat Rome to be more lively and natural in his De-® 
ſcription : Tho tis more probable he deſtroy'd the Old-Faſhion'd Build- 
ings, out of diflike to the narrowneſs and crookedneſs of the Streets, 


and to have the Honour of rebuilding the Ciry better, and calling ir 
by his own Name. 
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35 Theſe monſtrous Frolicks and Cruelties cou'd not but make his 
Pcople weary of his Government, Firginius Rufus, who was his 
Lieutenant General in Gaule, by the Aſſiſtance of Junius Vindex (a No- 
bleman of that Country ſoon perſwaded the Armies under his Com- 
mand to fall from their Allegiance; and follicited Sergivs Ga!ba, who 
was Lieutenant General in Spain, to do the like, by offering him the 

Empire in favour of Mankind ; which he at laſt accepted, upon inti- 
mation. that Nero had ifſued out ſecret Orders to diſpatch him; and 
March'd with all the Forces he cou'd gather, cowards Rome. Nero not 
being in a Condition to oppoſe ſuch Troops, fell into Diſpair, which 
rurnd to an uncertainty. what Meaſures to take, whether to Poyſon 
himſelf, or beg Pardon of the People, or endeavour to make his Eſcape. 
The laſt of rheſe Methods ſeem'd moſt Adviſeable ; he therefore put 
himſelf into Diſguiſe, and crept with four Attendants only into a poor 
Cottage ; where: perceiving he was purſued,. as a Sacrifice to the Pub- 
lick Vengeance, and apprehending the Rabble wou'd Treat him Barba- 
_— if he fell into their Hands ; with much adoe he refolv'd to. Stab 
himelf. 


36 Catiline's Conſpiracy is a Story too well known to be inſiſted 
on: He was of a Noble Family, but by his Extravagancies had re- 
duced himſelf to great want, which engaged him in bad PraQtices. 
The Roman Armies were then purſuing Conqueſts in remote Provinces, 
which Catiline judg'd the moſt ſeaſonable 4 ix mger for _pononing 
ſome deſperate Deſign : He therefore entred: into, a Conſpiracy wit 
Cethegns, Lentulns, and other Senators, and Perſons conſiderable by their 
Births and Employments, to make themſelves abſolute Maſters of their 
Country, by ſeizing the Senate, plundering the Treaſury, and burning 
the City. 


37 Incendiaries by the Renian Law were wrapt in a Pitch'd Coat 
(which they call'd Tunica Molefta) and Burnt alive: As we (ee by 
Tacitus Ann. 16. $44. Where Nero after having ſet Rowe on.Fire, lays 
the blame and Diners on the Chriſtians, by ordering them, with 
a Cruel jeſt, to-be Light up, and ferye as Torches when ut was dark. 


8 One Fualvia (whom Livy calls a Common Whore, tho Platarch 
mbar her paſs for. a Lady of ity) came to have ſome knowledge 
of this Enterprize, and diſcover'd-it ito Cicero,; (a Perſon whom. Pater- 
culus elegantly calls Viram novitatis Nebiliſime ; ſince he was a Man 
of Mean. Parentage, Born at Arpimem,: an inconſiderable Town among 
the Yolſcians, but by. his Eloquence. raisd himſelf to the chief Digni- 
ties of State, and happened to-be Conſul at that time) who aſſembled 
the Senate, and - by a ſevere Oration accuſed and conviced- Catiline : 
However he, with a few of his Party, found means to make his eſcape 
towards Tuſcany, and put himſelf/at-the Head of ſome Troops which 
Marlins had got together in thoſe. Parts, honing publickly that he 
wou'd put out the Fire of the City-by the Ruins of it. . In the mean

ſerves) (2zem ſpiritum ſupplicio debuerat, practio reddidit. 


39 A Promontory of Epirus, near the Ifland Leucas, where Antony and 
Cleopatra were Ruin'd by a Famous Sea-Fight. 


40 The Fields near Philippi, in Theſſaly, where Brutus and Caſſius 
were defeated. ; 


41 Cains Marinas, was likewiſe Born at Arpimum, and of fuch poor 
Parents, that he was firſt a Plowman, then a Common Souldier, yer 
at laſt by his Merit arrived to the higheſt Employments. One while 
he was Conſul (for that Honour was 7 times conferrd on him) the 
Cimbrians attempted to make an Incurſion into /taly; But he kill d rqoo06 
of them, and made 60000 Priſoners ; For which Victory, a Triumph was 
ordain'd him by the Senate ; but to decline the Envy which might be 
rais'd by his Good Fortune, he follicited that 2. Luitatius Catulus, his 
Collegue, who was of a Noble Family, might be permitted to Triumph 
with him, tho he had no ſhare in the ACtion. 


42 Among the Romans there was a Superſtition, that if their Gene- 
ral wou'd conſent to be Devoted, or Sacrificed to Jupiter, Mars, the 
Farth, and the Infernal Gods, all the Misfortunes which otherwiſe 
might have hapned to bis Party, wou'd by his Death be transfer'd:on 
their Enemies. This Opinion was confirm'd by ſeveral ſucceſsful In- 
flances, particu/arly two, in the Perfons of the Decii, Father and Son 
here mention'ds. The firſt being Conful with Maxlixzs in the Wars 2- 
painſt the Latins, and perceiving the Left Wing, which he Com- 
manded, gave back, he calld out to Yalerius the High-Prieſt ro per- 
form on him the Ceremony of Conſecration, (which we' find deſcrib'd 
by Livy in his 8th Book) and immediately fpurr'd his Horſe into the 
thickeſt of his Enemies Forces, where he was killd, and the Roman 
Army gain'd the Battle. His Son Died in the fame manner in the 
War againſt the Gazls, and the Remans likewiſe obtain'd the Vidtory. 


43 Servius Tllus was Son to Oriculana, whom Javenal.calls « Serving- 
Maid, but Liry ſuppoſes her to have been Wife to a Prince of 
-Corniculam, who was kill d-at the taking of the Town, and his Wife 
was carrid away Captive by Tarquinizs Priſcus, and preſented as a 
Slave to his Wiſe 7anaqwil, in whoſe Service ſhe was deliver'd of this 
Twlus, The Family had'a great Reſpect for the Child; becauſe of a 
Lambent Fire they obſerv'd to play about his Head while he flepr, 
w hich was interpreted as an Omen of his future Greatieſs; therefore 
care was taken of his Education, and at: laſt he was Contracted to.

Bruty teveng'd this ibjury,. 'by-:driving Targith and 'his whote Race 
out of Rome, Whigh from that time: began tb be: Govern'd by -Confuls; 
and the berter to fecure rheir Liberty, Brutus Adminiſtred an Oath by 
which the \Romang oblig'd therhſelves never} to ſuffer any: more\ Kings, 
and rhade/a Decree (which 'prov.'d fatal to his Family) whereby-it was 
declared a- Capital Crime in any Perfoh who ſhou'd endeavour by any 
means to Ts back the Targsiit. However they gave- not: over 
their Precenſions, but fend Embaſſadours under pretence of follicitiog 
that their Eſtares at- leaſt might be: reſtored:themn;+ but underhand- to 
inſinuate themſelves among rhe: looſe Young Noblemen (who grew 
weary .of a 'Coniinbn-Wealth, becauſe the Rigout: of their new Laws 
did not tolerate that licentious way of living which they enjoy'd un-- 
der the- Government of their Kings) and to concert with them the 
beſt Methods towards their. Reſtoration. This Defign' was: firſt pro- 
poſed to the Aquiliz and Yirellisz: The laſt of theſe were Brothers to 
Brutus his Wife, and by that Alliance eaſily engag'd (45) Titxs-and 7ibe- 
rius (two Sons he had by her) in the Conſpiracy, the ſum of which 
was, That the Gates of the City ſhou'd be left open for the Targuizs 
to enter in the Night-time; and that the Embaſſadors might be afſu- 
red of their ſincerity, cach Member of the Cabal deliver'd them, the 
Night before they were to return, Letters under their own hands for 


the Tarquins, with Promiſes to this efte. 


50 Yindicius, a Slave who waited at _Table, by chance overheard 


part of their Diſcourſe; and comparing: theſe Circumſtances with ſome 
others he had obſervd in their former Conferences, 'he went 
ſtreight ro the Conſul's, 'and told what he had diſcoverd.

Brown's Religio Medici, or in his 
vulgar Errours ; the ſenſe whereof is, That we are beholding, for many of our 
Diſcoveries in Phyfick,to the courteous Revelation of Spirits.By the Expreſſion 
of Vifions purg'd from Phlezm, our Author means ſuch Dreams or Viſions, 
a5 proceed nor from Natural Caufes, or Humours of the Body ; but ſuch 
2s are ſent from Heaven; and are, therefore, certain Remedies.

'f AY ſeek, 'in Sabine Air, &c. All the Studious, and particular: 

ly the Poets, about the end of Awgyt, began to ſer themſelves 
on Work : Refraining from Writing, during the Heats of the Summer. 
They wrote by Night ; and fate up the greateſt part of it. For which 
Reaſon the Produdt of their Studies, was call'd their Elucabrations ; or 
Nightly Labours. They who had Country Seats retir'd to them, while 
they Studied: As Perfins did to his, which was near the Port of the 
Moon in Etruria; and Baſſus to his, which was in the Country of the 
Sabines, nearer Rome.
